The police and the 
politicians prefer to talk about a tol- 
erable area; even the media have 
‘embraced that euphemism. 
Janet Melynchuk, one of our 
councillors, broached the subject 
some time ago and quickly shut- 
down for the sake of her political 
career (although I have personally 
thad two other councillors tell me 
ey were not opposed to the idea, 
‘but I suppose they will not openly 
admit it unless there is a strong, 
generalized, support from the 
‘ouncil and Edmontonians). More 
recently, following the discovery of 
two women’s bodies assumed to be 
prostitutes, a lady of the night went 
herself on the news and asked why 
here was not such a district in 
Edmonton. No one pursued the 
matter any further; it became 
another passing news item, which 
will probably be the fate of the lat- 
est bust of a teenage prostitution 
ring. 
Yet, there are definite advantages 
to the concept, as it has been clearly 
and efficiently demonstrated in 
other parts of the world. For starter, 
a tolerable area outside of a resi- 
dential area promotes the safety of 
the residents and their children, 
sheltering them from unsolicited 
acivances from unscrupulous johns 
amongst other things. Furthermore, 
a tolerable area can be surrounded 
by police services, ensuring the 
safety of the practitioners, by health 
ervices, curbing the spread of dis- 
eases, and by help services, for 
those who wish to change their 
ives. Let’s not forget it would also 
create a real obstacle to teenage 
prostitution. 
As long as we will tolerate such 
activities in our midst, there will be 
active teenage recruiting, rampant 
drug addiction and commerce, 
andalism and crime, wild spread 



















































of diseases fatal or not, degrading 
of entire neighbourhoods, innocent 
citizens lives literally ruined, and 
general quality of life destroyed. 

Let's face it, we already tolerate 
these activities in certain parts of 
town. We spend a lot of money 
providing police services to answer 
reports of prostitution, rampant 
crimes on property or persons, 
emergency medical responses, 
engendered by the nature of the 
surroundings created by such toler- 
ance. The only difference with a 
Red Light District is we call it a tol- 
erable area and we pretend it does 
not exist to safeguard our moral 
religious convictions. 

Our laws and bylaws are in fact 
condoning prostitution. In essence, 
you can legally prostitute yourself, 
you just cannot ask for money — 
can you accept donations? The law 
doesn’t say. You can freely open an 
escort service, because our leaders 
are convinced you are not going to 
engage in illegal sexual activities — 
I guess only a politician can see it 
that way. Is it not the mandate of 
our government and our city lead- 
ers te-provide a safe and nurturing 
environment to the people? 

When are we going to stop 
deluding ourselves with 
euphemisms? The reality is prosti- 
tution has been with us for a long 
time and we are not going to get 
rid of it. Why can’t we at least con- 
trol it and make money out of it by 
taxing the revenues? Oh that’s 
right: it would be legalizing it.

7 AM JUST ONE OF MANY PROSTITUTES 
who consider themselves to be unre- 
pentant hookers. We all have differ- 
ent stories about how we first got 
into the profession. But one thing is 
the same: we feel no compunction 
about being hookers and we don’t 
need to be “rescued.” My life’s credo 
is “don’t do anything you don't 
enjoy”. With prostitution, I first read 
about it, then I thought about it, 
then, finally, I did it. And then I did 
it again. And again. 

The social stigma of being a pros- 
titute drives me crazy. Who do these 
holier-than-thou types think they 
are, calling me down? I don’t smoke, 
do drugs or drink alcohol. I have 
sex. Don’t they have sex? And just as 
surely as they have sex with 
whomever they want without my 
interference, I should have the same 
right. 


Sure, some

Yes, yes: but I sell sex. Well, that is

surely as there are secretaries and 
waitresses and cashiers that are vic- 
tims. Sometimes, the former are vic- 
tims of mental, physical or sexual 
abuse. The la e victims of an 
economy that i ven by mini- 
mum-wage jobs. And it is in this lat 
ter group of women that you find 
the willing prostitutes. It is empower- 
ing to be able to pay your bills on 
time. It is empowering to be able to 
buy a new dress without reaching 
for a credit card. 

Money does not buy happiness, 
but it does reduce stress. Reduced 
working hours make for a happier 
psyche. Why would I work a 40-plus 
hour week when just a few hours of 
my time every week offers me the 
same level of financial security. 
Unlike most people, I have the time 
to do all those things that I used to 
put off “until tomorrow.” (Of course, 
tomorrow never came.) 

Recently someone asked if I knew 
any women that started to prostitute 
themselves at an early age. A quick 
check with several colleagues sur- 
prised me. My unofficial survey of 
ten women uncovered starting ages 
between 16 and 40, with a median 
age of 27. 

Most of the women enjoyed the 
shorter hours and better pay that 
prostitution afforded, but a few had 
stories that stood out. One had 
retired from a career in the army, 
and another had quit her secretarial 


job after 20 years with the RCMP. A 


third woman, a 40-year veteran, is 
still in the business and has loyal 
clients that have grown older with 
her, 

What we have in common is that 
we enjoy being in the sex-trade: we 


are unrepentant hookers and we are 
not going to change.

Dear Mr. Secretary: 

lam writing you to submit my 
esignation from the Foreign Service 
of the United States and from my 
sition as Political Counselor in 
'S. Embassy Athens, effective 





March 7. I do so with a heavy heart. 
The baggage of my upbringing 
included a felt obligation to give 
something back to my country. 
Service as a U.S. diplomat was a 
dream job. I was paid to understand 
foreign languages and cultures, to 
seek out diplomats, politicians, 
scholars and j ists, and to per- 
suade them that U.S. interests and 
theirs fundamentally coincided. My 
faith in my country and its values 
was the most powerful weapon in 
my diplomatic arsenal. 3 

Itis inevitable that during twenty 
years with the State Department I 
would become more sophisticated 
and cynical about the narrow and 
selfish bureaucratic motives that 
sometimes shaped our policies. 
Human nature is what it is, and I 
was rewarded and promoted for 
understanding human nature. But 
until this Administration it had been 
possible to believe that by upholding 
the policies of my president I was 
also upholding the interests of the 
American people and the world. I 
believe it no longer. 

The policies we are now asked to 
advance are incompatible not only 
with American values but also with 
erican interests. Our fervent pur- 
suit of war with Iraq is driving us to 
‘squander the international legitima- 

cy that has been America’s most 

potent weapon of both offense and 

defense since the days of Woodrow 

ilson. We have begun to dismantle 
‘the largest and most effective web of 
international relationships the world 
has ever known, Our current course 
will bring instability and danger, not 
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American opinion, since the war in 
Vietnam. The September 11 tragedy 
left us stronger than before, rallying 
around us a vast international coali- 
tion to cooperate for the first time in 
a systematic way against the threat 
of terrorism. But rather than take 
credit for those successes and build 
on them, this Administration has 
chosen to make terrorism a domestic 
political tool, enlisting a scattered 
and largely defeated Al Qaeda as its 
bureaucratic ally. We spread dispro-

portionate terror and confusion in 
the public mind, arbitrarily linking 
the unrelated problems of terrorism 
and Iraq. The result, and perhaps the 
motive, is to justify a vast misalloca- 
tion of shrinking public wealth to the 
military and to weaken the safe- 
guards that protect American citi- 
zens from the heavy hand of govern- 
ment. September 11 did not do as 
much damage to the fabric of 
American society as we seer deter- 
mined to do to ourselves. Is the 
Russia of the late Romanovs really 
our model, a selfish, superstitious 
empire thrashing toward self- 
destruction in the name of a doomed 
status quo? 

We should ask ourselves why we 
have failed to persuade more of the 
world that a war with Iraq is neces- 
sary. We have over the past two 
years done too much to assert to our

one. The loyalty of many of our 
friends is impressive, a tribute to 
American moral capital built up 
over a century. But our closest allies 
are persuaded less that war is justi- 
fied than that it would be perilous fo 
allow the U.S. to drift into complete 
solipsism. Loyalty should be recipro- 
cal. Why does our President con- 
done the swaggering and contemp- 
tuous appre yach to our friends and 
allies this Administration is foster- 
ing, including among its most senior 
officials. Has “oderint dum metu- 
ant” really become our motto? 


LOYALTY GOES TOO FAR 


I urge you to listen to America’s 
friends around the world. Even here 
in Greece, purported hotbed of 
European anti-Americanism, we 
have more and closer friends than 
the American newspaper reader can 
possibly imagine. Even when they 
complain about American arro- 
gance, Greeks know that the world 
is a difficult and dangerous place, 
and they want a strong international 
system, with the U.S. and EU in 
close partnership. When our friends 
are afraid of us rather than for us, it 
is time to worry. And now they are 
afraid. Who will tell them convinc- 
ingly that the United States is as it 
was, a beacon of liberty, security, 
and justice for the planet? 

Mr. Secretary, I have enormous 
respect for your character and abili- 
ty. You have preserved more inter- 
national credibility for us than our 
policy deserves, and salvaged some- 
thing positive from the excesses of 
an ideological and self-serving 
Administration. But your loyalty to

O’Vertigo’s show Luna last week- 
end, you're probably good and hun- 
gry for more modem dance from 
Quebec. Edmonton’s first 
Contemporary Dance Festival, 
brought to us by Brian Webb, serves 
up a second sizzling helping this 
weekend with Sylvain Emard 
Danse. 

Practically a permanent fixture on 
Top Five lists year after year, both in 
alternative publications like 
Montreal's Voir and Ici and in main- 
stream papers like the Globe and 
Mail, Emard’s work is at the fore- 
front of the extraordinary modern 
dance coming out of Quebec, which 
makes it fair to say Sylvain Emard is 
among la créme de la créme. 

Emard suggests the creative well 
of modern dance sprang in part 
from the province's Quiet 
Revolution, from a desire to 
“express our social reality to the 
world at large.” Quebec was “with- 
out a real dance tradition in ballet 
other than Les Grands Ballet 
Canadiens,” says Emard. “This 
allowed the freedom to explore dif- 
ferent expression. Tradition can be 
good for teaching, for structure, for 
educating audiences, but you can 
also be paralyzed by tradition.”

Quebec has had its ups and downs, 
and right now we certainly are more 
organized with arts councils and 
development programs. We have 
better conditions and more tools to 
work, we are established in a way 
but remain fragile.” 

If there is such a thing as a com- 
mon creative thread within Quebec's 
modern dance scene, it’s a kick-ass, 
punchy physicality driving each 
company’s exploration of the human 
spirit. Emard’s latest piece, Scenes 
d‘interieur, takes a more poetic spin 
on this approach. 

The piece was inspired by person- 
al interviews conducted with hi 
dancers. “I asked them to bring an 
object they really care about, to share 
and talk about.” They brought a 
variety of objects — from puppets, 
perfume bottles, and paintings — 
but Emard was most surprised by 
“how quickly each conversation 
turned from the objects to the people 
in their lives,” he says.

dance; each time it’s all very real to 
me when I'm in the moment.” 

It’s telling that Margie Gillis likens 
her “inside-out” approach to mod- 
ern dance performance to a primal 
argument. If there’s a common con- 
cept in her varied work spanning 
over two decades as a choreograph- 
er and international performer with 
a repertoire of over 70 solo dance 
pieces, it is her unrelenting pursuit 
of a personal point of view.

Like a method actor, Gillis con- 
jures up memories and responses in 
her dancing built on her personal 
relationship to the information of the 
piece. It is important to “keep in 
touch with the kinetic connection 
between intellect and emotion,” to 
the point where “the shape of my 
body often informs me emotional- 
be ee 

i; The Montreal-born Gillis is open 
about being driven more by her 
desires than her discipline. “I am 
drawn to express human based 
experiences, and to explore what is 
possible in a human experience. The 
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shape shouldn’t be more important 
than the content.” 

She’s never one to be bound by 
systems or theories of art. “Its not 
that I’m this bad girl or that I'm 
nasty: I'm just way too curious. [...] 
As soon as there’s a rule, I’m going 
to ask why or why not?” 

Even through a phone conversa- 
tion her unbridled curiosity is appar- 
ent: she surges through the line like 
an electrical charge. And she doesn’t 
shy away from moving with power. 
She’s danced alongside the musical 
likes of Leonard Cohen, Tom Waits 
and Sinead O’Connor as partners for 
her dramatic portrayals of human 
hopes, fears, joys and anguish. “I 
love the sound of the human voice, 
spoken word, poetry. I love to have 
a conversation with the music, let it 
breathe through me, search for it. I 
like to challenge music, put music 
over my head and press it against 
my body.” 

To those modernists who say she 
depends too much on the music for 
her message, Gillis points to how “a 
dancer can make an audience listen 
to music a new way,” and act asa 
kind of punctuation. 

She admits that when she was 
younger, audience response was 
more of a key force in her perfor- 
mances: “It’s a hard relationship to 
articulate — communicating with an 
audience is an intimacy that is really 
quite extraordinary,” but first and 
foremost she tries to dance with 
integrity and honesty. 

Asa solo artist, she feels a great 
sense of freedom to follow her con- 
viction of “facing my sorrows and 
turning them into wisdom, to lov- 


ingness, to imagination and tremen- 
dous responsibility to transforma- 
tion” — even though throughout her 
program we are enthralled and 
focused on the same solo dancer's 
body, it never seems like we are see- 
ing the same person dance. 

Gillis will perform five of her 
great solo works at the Arden 
Theatre. The evening starts with 
Variations to a Glenn Gould record- 
ing of Bach’s Goldberg Variations, 
followed by one of Gillis’ personal 
favourites, her masterwork Blue to

SO IT SEEMS THAT THE PERSONAL 
has ceased to be political. 

Diana Son’s Stop Kiss is a play 
about gender-blind love between 
two women. It’s a private issue, but 
as usual the prejudices of society at 
large collide with those private wish- 
es 

Callie (Caroline Livingstone), a 
neurotic traffic reporter, befriends 
Sara (Beth Graham), an idealistic 
grade-school teacher new to New 
York, having escaped a comfortably 
suffocating situation in St. Louis. 

As in the other notable recent 
straight-to-lesbian phenomenon, 
Kissing Jessica Stein, these women are 
somewhat weary of traditional dat- 
ing and gender roles. Callie has been 
involved in a sexual friendship 
arrangement (“We'll probably end 
up married”) with her friend George 
(Kevin Corey) since college, and Sara 
has just left her boyfriend of seven 
years back home. Unlike Jessica 


Stein’s, though, their love is not an 
act of will: they approach their first 
kiss with an embarrassment border- 
ing on fear. 

Not that anyone who's gone to 
college in a big city should be so 
bashful, but that’s beside the point. 
The rush of a first kiss turns into a 
gay-bashing incident, and suddenly 
Callie’s confusion about her new- 
found sexuality becomes much more 
than a girl ona first date should ever 
have to think about. 

Overall, this Kill Your Television 
production once again has the same 
youthful, energetic performance 
quality that has made this collective 
a Sterling contender for both its past 
efforts, subUrbia and Shakepeare’s R & 


J. 
While at first glance brittle Callie 
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is a somewhat tired stereotype of the 
jaded New Yorker, she’s easy to 
warm up to. Livingstone gives her 
nervous apprehension a charming 
quality that is mirrored in her rela- 
tionship with George, and it would 
have been nice to see more of her 
romantic background through her 
interaction with him. In fact, because : 
of the narrative ground that this play 
has to cover in its short time, none of | 
the characters are given the develop- | 
ment that would make Stop Kiss a 
great play rather than merely a good | 
one. That's a shame; the issue 
deserves better. |

For his life or 
ideals? Fritz Haber, a contemporary 
of Albert Einstein’s, puts aside his 
ewish origins to embrace German 
nationality, to integrate — but his 
ork will be used to create weapons 
bf mass destruction. The themes are 





profound, evoking Brecht’s Galileo. 
In Bretta Gerecke’s stage a mas- 
sive moon overshadows a raised 
grilled floor that is underlit or 
smoked for effect. Hovering in the 
clouds are pieces of furniture and 
props that will be lowered on stage. 
The sight is beautifully poetic and 
expresses the leitmotiv tension 
between heaven and earth. But as 
the play unfolds, the numerous ele- 
ments collide and create confusion 
or redundance. The baroque moon, 
the silver trees, the all-too-colorful 
light design mask the words and 
drama conveyed by the actors. 
Thankfully, the movements that 
sweep the stage, at times like dances 
and other times like fights, are bare, 
direct and eloquent, being both 
visually compelling and narratively

Haber’s first wife, Clara 
Immerwahr (Stephanie Wolfe) is a 
compelling character: the actress 
illuminates the first act and makes 
for some of the most interesting 
scenes — an insightful glimpse at 
women scientists. Her conflict is that 
of too many women through the 
ages: the sacrifice of their ambitions 
and passions to patriarchal society 
and principles 

The whole first act — where we 
discover the characters as WWI 
looms — was more direct than the 
second, where the presence of the 
Nazis suffocates. There is something 
disturbingly profane about seeing 
the impact of the Nazi regime on 
Haber’s life staged too easily: it 
seems to rob the story of an impor- 
tant dimension. 

Thanks to unfortunate timing, 
Polanski’s mesmerizing The Pianist 
casts its shadow on this quality text, 
which deserves to be redone more 
minimally.

IT’S POINTLESS TO DERIDE CRADLE 
2 the Grave as an excuse to string 
together a bunch of fight scenes; 
that’s the source of its appeal in the 
first place. But when the fights in 
question are not only poorly staged 
but depressingly infrequent, then 
you've got yourself a bone to pick. 
Even from director Andrzej 
Bartkowiak, whose entire career has 
consisted of lousy gang-banger mar- 
tial arts films starring DMX, one 
would expect more than a fifth-rate 
rehash of his own Romeo Must Die. 

Part of the problem, no doubt, is 
that Jet Li just isn’t very interesting. 
He doesn’t have the presence of 
Bruce Lee, the charm of Jackie Chan, 
or even the ridiculously stoic Chuck 
Norris-ness of Chuck Norris. He 
does well with the right support (see 
High Risk or Fist of Legend), but he 
can’t carry a bad film. When he’s 
done fighting he just fades into the 
background, which is the hallmark 
of a good ninja and a lousy actor. 
Meanwhile, his partner DMX has 
the charisma to back up his street- 
tough bravado, but he’s noticeably 
confused by a script that turns what 
should be an unapologetic thug into 
one of those “good guy” thieves 
who refuses to use guns and only 
steals from other crooks. : 

Worst of all, even though we final- 
ly get a movie where the bad guy 
isn’t some anemic Euro-trash fop, it 
makes absolutely no difference. 
Unlike Li, Mark Dacascos has screen

up. Considering Dacascos was in 
both last year’s best martial arts film 
(Brotherhood of the Wolf) and the best- 
choreographed North American 
action re ever (unfortunately sad- 
dled with the ingly flaccid title 
Drive), you'd ink nk he'd get some 
respect.

TEARS OF THE SUN IS.ONE OF THOSE 
what-if-America-had-gone-in-and- 
saved-some-people military fantasy 
movies, kind of like Behind Enemy 
Lines a year ago. In that movie, 
Owen Wilson ran around war-torn 
Serbia, and a bunch of Serbian tanks 
got blown up at the end. In Tears of 
the Sun, Bruce Willis runs around 
war-torn Nigeria, and a bunch of 
Nigerian rebels get blown up at the 
end. Americans get to feel good 
about what they would have done in 
some alternate history, and every- 
body gets to go home. 

The problem is, this kind of movie 
is totally gutless. There’s no way, for 
example, that Tears of the Sun would 
ever consider facing the true ques- 
tion of African genocide: how can 
people one day wake up and decide 
to chop their neighbours to pieces 
with machetes? That whole thing’s a 
little too yikes!, a little too complex, 
scary, difficult — and besides, there 
aren’t any Americans in that story.

The film shows the aftermath of 
an ethnic cleansing, but it doesn’t 
have the guts to truly, viscerally hor- 
rify us, nor can it affect a detached, 
documentary tone, so it splits the 
squishy middle and somehow 
makes these horrors forgettable. 
There are piles of bodies, but there’s 
no insight. Who are these people? 
Why are they doing this? And hey, 
doesn’t Nigeria have a shitload of 
oil? Tears of the Sun doesn’t even pre- 
tend to care.

When we did the 
festival in 2002 we were building the 
organization at the same time we 
were doing the festival.

The staff of the recently formed 
Edmonton International Film 
Festival Society has been working 
their butts off ever since to preserve 
the scope of the fest, McIntosh even 
tapped her brother, who works in 
the national archives, to score a 
restored print of Back to God's 
Country, Canada’s first feature film 
from 1919. 

Further proof of the Festival's 
determination to offer a broad pro- 
gram can be found in the addition of 
a retrospective. The Society gave U 
of A Film and Media Studies prof 
Jerry White free reign to put together 
a program on any filmmaker he 
wanted, so he chose South Korean 
director Park Kwang-su. White 
chose Kwang-su well before political

HENRY ROLLINS. IT’S A NAME THAT 
invites reaction. His admirers are 
always quick to refer to him with 
that old cliché about being the hard- 
est working man in, well, every- 
thing. (The label is certainly applica- 
ble, given his incessant touring 
schedule that began over 20-years 
ago with Black Flag and has contin- 
ued through two incarnations of the 
Rollins Band, plus his spoken word 
performances — which brings him 
to the Winspear March 10. Oh, yeah 
and he’s also a publisher and 
author.) Then, there are his detrac- 
tors, those who find his music — 
from My War to “Liar” heavy-hand- 
ed, his acting (The Chase, Johnny 
Mnemonic) ham-fisted, and his 
very presence — the Spartan 
black attire, the ultra-focused, 
laserhead stare, the brick shit- 
house muscles and straight 
outta Cape Fear tats, and 
above all his curt, don’t- 
fuck-with-my-time atti- 
tude — overbearing. 
Or, perhaps those that 
dismiss Rollins simply 
fear him.

Punks show emo-tion; E-ville hip hop gets heard 


JULIANA THEORY 
“TTS EITHER REALLY DARING OR 
itsjust plain stupid and foolish,” 
laughs frontman Brent Detar on titling 
the Juliana Theory’s recently released 
album Love. Unless your name is 
Lenny Kravitz, this kind of hippie 
rhetoric usually won't fly these days. 
Especially when coming out of the 
pain-filled world of emo-rock. On an 
unusually brisk moming in Phoenix, 
Detar recollects a John Lennon 
inspired epiphany he had ona plane 
ride from New York to (of all places) 
San Francisco. 

“T’m not sure if it was because I was 
listening to the Beatles, or maybe the 
altitude was effecting my brain, but 
the idea seemed ridiculously simple, 
but also very profound,” recalls Detar. 
“T started looking at all the different 
people on the plane and it occurred to 
me a central drive in human beings 
will always be love. A strive to find 
love, or a lack thereof. Why does 
someone become a serial killer, drug 
addict or religious zealot? The answer 
is the always the same. The reason 
was love, or lack or love. Everyone has 
a hole in their existence, soul or what- 
ever you want to call it that needs to 
be filled with something.” 

Detar’s ideas might sound like 
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something from another decade, but 
the Juliana Theory’s music is more 
topical. It’s catchy, power-pop heavy 
and emotionally surging — which is 
exactly what the kids today can’t get 
enough of. 

However, TJT’s upcoming gig is 
with veteran hardcore pioneers 
Snapcase, who definitely represent the 
harder-edged version of screaming 
emo. Detar might have his hands full 
sending out good vibes to the black 
hair and studded-belt-wearing hard- 
core kids. 

“| think most of the kids who come 
to shows are open to ideas,” says 
Detar. “I wouldn't say we are a hard- 
core band, but we do have a lot of 
roots in that genre. Besides, a lot of 
kids who are into any type of punk 
rock are open to new thinking and 
open to new music.

Oddly, when guitarist / vocalist 
Matt Robertson heard the term, he 
was a little, shall we say, put off. 
According to lead guitarist Dave 
Graham Jr., Greig Nori of Treble 
Charger listened to a few tracks on the 
Grin’s brand new CD and claimed 
that the band sounded prairie. It was 
meant as a compliment. Unfortunately 
that wasn’t how Robertson took it. 

Graham explains that eventually 
the intended meaning sunk in. “He'd 
lumped us in with Nickelback. The 
same quality, the same amount of 
respect, which is amazing.” 

Amazing is how the self-titled 
record is being described by all that 
have been touched by it. The band’s 
been sending copies to anyone who 
would give them the time of day, and 
the usual lackluster attitude turns to 
dust soon after. 

“Once they get it and listen to it, we 
get a phone call immediately back. It’s 
surprising people.” 

Not surprisingly, producer Nick 
Blagona’ s (Deep Purple, Tea Party) 
part in the project had to do with his 
reaction to their sound prior to coming 
on board. “Matt actually was ona hol- 
iday out east, and dropped off our 
demo to Metalworks [recording stu- 
dio in Mississauga]. One of the owners 
listened to it briefly, dropped all his 
appointments for the afternoon, and 
took Matt for a limo ride around town 
introducing him to people.” 

Blagona, one of those people, was 
just as impressed with what he'd 
heard. Robertson tracked him down, 
he came to Edmonton last December 
for a month, and, as Graham Jr. puts it, 
“Jong story short, the rest is history.”

REGULAR VISITORS TO THIS SPACE 
may remember my semi-coherent 
rant a few months back about the 
oft-perpetuated bait-and-switch 
practiced by certain purveyors of 
Middle Eastern cuisine when pre- 
senting Chicken Shawarma. 
Shawarma denotes the presence of 
aromatic spices like cinnamon, all- 
spice, cloves and/or nutmeg, but 
many pita vendors merely season 
some chicken or beef with garlic and 
lemon, serve it with tomatoes, let- 
tuce and onion, and call it shawar- 
ma. 

There was something about Co 
Co Di that made me think they’d be 
able to deliver the real article. The 
spacious dining room occupies a 
prime corner chunk of Rice Howard 


Way, but the ambience and decor 
are decidedly unpretentious. It was a 
slow Wednesday night, with only a 
few tables occupied, and after a few 
minutes, I realized I was the only 
one looking at a menu. Everyone 
else in the bar was nursing a cocktail 
and taking long, dreamy pulls on the 
hoses of their individual hookahs, 
expelling puffy clouds of white 
smoke that swirled around their 
heads before feeding into the room’s 
pleasantly scented haze. 

A hookah (also known as a 
nargile or shisha) is an elaborate 
Middle Eastern waterpipe that looks 
like a fancy lamp without a shade. 
The specially prepared tobacco it 
burns — often blended with fruit 
pulp and/or molasses — is ignited 
with a small piece of oak charcoal, 
and the smoke is filtered through a 
reservoir of cool water, which lowers 
the temperature of the smoke and 


causes some of its nastier compo- 
nents to accumulate in the water. 
Strict rules of etiquette apply to the 
use of the device and connoisseurs 
savour different tobaccos the way 
one might savour expensive scotch. 
It's said one of the sultans of Turkey 
would smoke only a special blend of 
opium, perfume and crushed pearls, 
but burning illicit drugs in your 
hookah is generally frowned upon. 

I was tempted to light up, but one 
of the charms of hookah-smoking is 
its meditative qualities, and I didn’t 
have much time to linger. Food 
seemed a much more pressing need. 
The menu is divided into Lebanese 
dishes on the front and continental 
inside, with a variety of steaks, pas- 
tas and seafood selections. But as 
soon as I saw the Chicken 
Shawarma ($11.95), | knew just what 
I was after. 

The shawarma was prefaced by a 
large dish of green salad tossed with 
cucumbers, tomatoes, diced onions, 
a few peppers and lettuce, doused in 
a vinaigrette and liberally dosed 
with coarse salt. A few of the cucum- 
ber chunks seemed a little past their 


best-before date, but were easily 
extracted. | wasn’t quite finished the 
salad when the rest of my meal 
arrived and this proved handy. 

The aromatic strips of pan-fried 
chicken were heaped ona large 
open pita that had been slathered 
with a mayonnaise-y garlic sauce. 
Beside it sat a lovely golden side of 
saffron rice flecked with finely diced 
vegetables and redolent of car- 
damom. If there are any rules of eti- 
quette regarding the consumption of 
shawarma, | surely violated them as 
I shovelled some of the remaining 
salad onto the pita, rolled it up and 
took an oversized bite. 

The chicken was a little oily, but 
this hardly detracted from its 
appealingly strong flavour and ten- 
derness. In addition to the shawar- 
ma seasonings, the chicken had been 
cooked with vinegar, which, more 
than the level of spiciness, brought a 
few beads of sweat to my brow. As 
much as I wanted to finish it, there 
were a few bites of pita and rice my 
stomach just couldn’t accommodate. 
A hot cup of mint tea helped ease 
my digestion and cleanse my palate. 


With other Middle Eastern s; 
cialties like kibbeh, kofta, and the 
intriguing-sounding hummus with 
ground sirloin on offer, Co Co Di 
seems a good bet for further adven- 
tures in exotic cuisine. And if I ever 
find myself with a few hours to kill, 
$12 burning a whole in my pocket 
and the overpowering urge to 
smoke, I'm planning to make like a 
sultan and hook myself up to one of 
their hookahs.
